“THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS” 





Contrary to the general impression, a 
great number of the Hessians employed 
by the British in the Revolutionary War 
were not mercenaries, but poor unfortu- 
nates impressed, or “shanghaied,”’ into 
the service of the Elector of Hesse-Cas- 
sel and sold by him to the British Gov- 
ernment. See page 35 of Lowell’s “The 
Hessians,” from which the following is 
quoted: 

“Most of these poor fellows did not 
fight for pay at all, but fought because 
they could not help it. The people who 
were really mercenaries in the worst 
sense of the word were the Landgrave 
(of Hesse-Cassel), the Duke (of Bruns- 
wick), ana the princes.” 


It was these latter who received the 
British gold, not the unfortunate Hes- 
sian soldiers, most of whom were torn 
irom the plough or seized in the tavern, 
impressed into service, and sold at so 
much per head. (See “The Autobigraphy 
of Johan Gottfried Saume”; and Schil- 
ler’s play “Cabale und Liebe.’’) 


The desertion of Hessians and the 
other Germans was common. Lowell 
estimates a total of 5,000 out of 29.867 
odd German troops, or a little more than 
one in every six. (See Fiske’s “The 
American Revolution,” Vol. II, p. 66). 
Fiske states that “many of the German 
mercenaries, caring nothing for the 
cause in which they had been forcibly 
enlisted, began deserting; and in this 
they were encouraged by Congress, 
which issued a manifesto in German, 
making a liberal offer of land to any 
foreign soldier who should leave the 
British service.” (The American Reyvyolu- 
tion, Vol. I. p. 236). 


Some of these Hessian deserters en- 
listed in the American army under 
Pulaski, while Armand had four hundred 
in a corps which marched through 
Reading in 1780; Lowell, p. 288. Lowell 
states that ‘The Hessians were of 
peculiar abhorrence to the natives.” 
(Po 271). 


Regarding the New England custom 


- discussed in Act I, the reader is referred 


to the standard work on this subject en- 
titled “Bundling: Its Origin, Progress and 
Decline in America,’ by Henry Reed 
Stiles. Chiefly because of the astound- 
ing information he revealed, the book

.. Collectors’ Association. In. addition, this

tory of the American Family,” by Arthur 
W. Calhoun; and “The Not-Quite Puri- 
tans,” by H. W. Lawrence.

WHO’S WHO ON THE STAGE 


BURK SYMON who has been com- 
missioned to direct a number of plays for 
the Cape Playhouse this season is a grad- 
uate of Harvard where he specialized in 
Professor Baker’s courses in the dramnz. 
He began his career at the New Theatre 
under Winthrop Ames. A number of stock 
engagements followed, including a season 
at the Fine Arts Theatre in Chicago. Then 
he became assistant to Augustus Thomas 
at the Empire Theatre, New York, with 
Charles Frohman, Inc. He then became 
general stage director for David Belasco 
and held the job over a period of sixteen 
years. beginning with the production 
of “Tiger Rose,” through a period of 
notable productions until Mr. Belasco’s 
death. He was responsible for staging

last season the book of “Murder at the 
Vanities.” 


VIOLA FRAYNE represents the third 
generation of a well known acting family. 
Her grandfather, Frank I. Frayne, hum- 
bered among the players in his own 
company Otis Skinner and David Belasco. 
Her father, Frank Frayne, and her moth- 
er, Adelaide Goundie, were well known 
on the legitimate stage. Miss Frayne was 
carried on stage as a child and grew into 
leading child parts and finally into lead- 
ing roles on Braoadway.

EDA HEINEMANN was for many 
years well known as a teacher of the dra- 
ma in various colleges and universities 
throughout the country.

Two women shine through the atmos- 
phere of the stately fifth Avenue home 
of the Van Brets, in “Double Door,” the 
drama which comes to the Playhouse for 
the week of July 16th. Two sisters, Vic- 
toria, the elder sister, is beautifully 
played by Mary Morris, and Caroline, the 
younger and weaker, is a characterization 


-made vivid by Anne Revere. Two act- 


resses, surprisingly young, who never 
met until they appeared for rehearsals, 
put whose preliminary careers are parallel 
in many respects. Miss Morris went to 
Radcliffe and Miss Revere to Wellesley. 
Both appeared with great success in the 
dramatic club plays presented there dur- 
ing their undergraduate years. Both were 
encouraged to go on the stage, and so 
made Broadway, diploma in hand. 
Unlike the usual tales of young ladies 
who sneak off to wicked New York 
against their parents’ wishes, leaving 


home and fireside forever, with “never 
darken our door again” ringing in their red 
ears, the sagas of these two damsels are 
undramatic in this respect. Miss Morris 
says her family was “perfectly swell 
about it,’ while Miss Revere’s father, 
who is a playwright, was “quite pleased 
at the attempt.” 

For several years, these two actresses 
may have passed each other in elevators, 
casting offices, booking agencies, but 
they were lost to each other in the shuf- 
fle. People don’t talk or confide very 
much to others—it makes the others sus- 
picious. Gradually they became acquaint- 
ed with each other’s work, and they each 
obtained jobs here and there. But, as 
press agents love to say when they start 
a story, “they never dreamed that one 
day they would,” etc. 

Miss Morris, the elder in real life, as 
well as in the character of Victoria, has 
had a varied career. Her chief satisfac- 
tion is that somehow, and this seems to 
be an exception nowadays, she has been 
able to play a variety of roles. Since 
“Candida” in college, she has been in 
stock repertoire and on Broadway in such 
roles as Nanine in “Camille,” Vassillissa 
in “At the Bottom,” and wife in “Hid- 
den,” Abbie in ‘Desire Under the Elms,” 
Gertrude in “Fashion” and the kindly old 
Mrs. Connnelly in “The House of Con- 
nelly.” She regards her portrayal of Vic- 
toria Van Bret in “Double Door,’ how- 
ever, as her best work to date. 

Miss Revere supplemented her college 
dramatics with some intensive training 
at the American Laboratory Theatre, and 
has appeared since in “The Yellow 
Jacket,” Wild Waves,” “Lady with a 
Lamp,” and “The Great Barrington.” 
Summers she has passed at Southampton 
with the Hampton Players.
